Manifesto to Rnsslans on the Occasion 
of His Wedding. 
St. P e t e r s b u r g , N o v . 28.—The czar, 
in his manifesto to the Russian peo­ 
ple, says: Solicitous for the destinies 
of our new reign we deemed it well 
not to delay the fulfillment of our 
h eart’s wish, the legacy sacredly left 
by our father, now resting w ith God, 
nor to defer the relization of the joy­ 
ful expectations of our whole people 
th a t our m arriage be hallowed by the 
benediction of our parents and th a t it 
be blessed by the sacrament of the 
holy church.

Hawaiian Royal Commissioner Confers 
w ith German Secretary of State. 
L o n d o n , N o v . 28.—Judge Weidmann, 
commissioner 
for 
ex-Queen 
Liliu- 
okalani of 
Hawaii, 
conferred 
at 
Berlin yesterday w ith Freiherr Marse- 
hall von Bieberstein, the imperial- 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. 
The

Brazil has 
ordered four cruisers to be built a t the 
yards of the Germania company at 
Kiel. 


Secretary H erbert Also Asks for Twelve 
Additional Torpedo Boats. 
W a s h in g to n , 
Nov. 28.—The most 
im portant recommendation made by 
Secretary H erbert in his annual re­ 
port is th at congress authorize the 
construction of three great battleships 
of about 10,000 tons displacement each, 
to cost exclusive of arm am ent not 
exceeding $4,000,000 each, and twelve 
torpedo boats of from IOO to 300 
tons each, at the discretion of the sec­ 
retary, to cost not exceeding an aver­ 
age of $170,000. 
The payment of prem­ 
iums for extra speed is to be abolished. 
Attention is called to the fact th at al­ 
though the government is annually 
expending a large subsidy for vessels, 
such as the Paris and New York, to 
secure their use in time of war, it has 
not a gun to put on them. 
At present 
in case of w ar Great Britain could 
speedily arm her m erchant marine on 
the great lakes and do us enormous 
damage, while if we had a reserve sup­ 
ply of guns we could dominate these 
waters. 
The secretary cites the case 
of China as proof th at there is no se­ 
curity in numbers w ithout adequate 
preparation for war. 
After again call­ 
ing attention to the u rg e n t, need of 
legislation for the relief of the per­ 
sonnel of the navy the secretary recom­ 
mends th at the enlisted force be in­ 
creased by 2,000 men. 
In conclusion the secretary submits 
estimates for the next year aggregat­ 
ing $27,885,914, exceeding the current 
appropriation by $5,495,193. 


E M P L O Y E S BU RN A F A C T O R Y . 


Outbreak of Desperate Wage Earners in 
a Hoop and Stave Mill. 
D e f ia n c e , Ohio, Nov. 28.—A report 
has reached this city th at the Shelley 
hoop and stave factory at Holgate, 
twelve miles east of this city, was 
burned by the employes^ who went on 
a strike yesterday 
This factory is the 
largest of its kind in northw estern 
Ohio and employs a large force of 
men, who have been receiving but $1 
per day for some time past. 
Twelve 
of the team sters went out on a strike 
yesterday and declared they would go 
to the state prison before they would 
continue to work for their present 
wages. 
Early in the evening an at 
tem pt was made by the strikers to 
burn the factory, but the fire was sup­ 
pressed. 
About IO p. rn. the strikers 
drew the fire from the boilers after 
overpowering the night watchman, 
and then set fire to the factory, sheds 
and timber. 
The factory is owned by 
Summer Shelley of Toledo and Serene 
Shelley of this city, both of whom have 
gone to the scene of the fire, and grave 
fears are entertained for their safety, 
as the strikers are a desperate set of 
men.

28.—It is difficult 
to confirm officially the report - which 
comes from Panama of fresh trouble 
a t Bluefields. 
Dr. Guzman, the Nica­ 
raguan minister, was diplomatically 
silent when the subject was men­ 
tioned, and state departm ent officials 
assume an air of reserve. 
That they 
are informed upon the subject, how­ 
ever, can not be doubted, and the 
strongest confirmation of 
the ac­ 
curacy of the report is found in 
the fact th at the United States steam­ 
ship Columbia, which has been lying 
at Kingston, Jamaica, has gone d i­ 
rectly to Bluefields and will doubtless 
reach that place as soon, at least, as 
the British warship from Port Limon, I 
Costa Rica. 
If the facts are as repro- ( 
sented, then the situation is undoubt- 
j 
edly one of great gravity. The mention 
of the Nicaragua canal as being the 
real cause of the British action goes to 
confirm the suspicion th at has long 
been cherished here th at Great Britain 
really cares nothing for the Mosquitos 
themselves, but is disposed to insist 
upon its protectorate over the reserva­ 
tion in order to base a claim of juris­ 
diction over th at part 
of the old 
reservation which it has extended as 
far 
south 
as 
the 
eastern mouth 
of the Nicaragua canal. 
Should this 
claim be maintained it would, of 
coarse, operate to prevent the United 
States from controlling the projected 
Nicaragua canal, if indeed it should 
not cause the abandonment of the pro­ 
ject. 
However, the prompt dispatch 
of the Columbia to the scene of 
threatened trouble is an evidence th at 
the state departm ent is not to be 
taken unawares by such proceedings, 
and the vessel will doubtless preserve 


Silver’s Champion in Poaltlon 
His Pet Metal. 
S t. L o u is, Mo., Nov. 28.—The organ­ 
ization yesterday of the committee on 
resolutions of the Trans-Mississippi 
congress with Congressman Bryan of 
Nebraska as chairman, and E. A. M ar­ 
shall of Texas as secretary, has been 
highly delighting to advocates of the 
white metal. 
In the convention there 
is a strong element in favor of inter­ 
national free coinage only and another 
opposed to any expression whatever 
upon the subject by the congress. 
W hether the bim etallists will be strong 
enough to overcome both these ele­ 
ments can not be told. 
At yesterday morning's session,pend­ 
ing the consideration of the rules re­ 
port, the names 
of the 
members 
selected by the various state delega­ 
tions for membership upon the com­ 
mitted on resolutions were handed in.

Delegate Bryan of Nebraska intro­ 
duced a resolution favoring the restor­ 
ation of the free coinage of gold and 
silver at the ratio of 16 to I without 
the aid of any other nation on earth. 
Delegate Cahill of Missouri intro­ 
duced a resolution favoring efforts by 
the government toward inducing other 
governments to recognize silver more 
fully as a money metal. 
The committee on perm anent organ­ 
ization presented its report, naming j 
George Q. Cannon of Utah for perma- | 
nent president, with one vice-president 
from each state to be named by its 
delegation. 
At the opening of the afternoon ses­ 
sion Congressman-elect Shaffroth of 
Colorado addressed the delegates on 
the silver question. 
Ex-Gov. Prince of New Mexico opened 
the discussion of the special order, the 
Remonetization of Silver,” upon the 
principle th at all structures must first 
have a foundation. 
He claimed the in­ 
terests of the east and west were iden­ 
tical in the m attero f coinage. 
i 
At the evening session the discussion 
of “ Remonetization of Silver" was ref- 
sumed. 
Col. George E. Leighton of St. 
Louis was introduced to present the 
views of the conservative element. Ile 
was followed by Congressman Bryan. 
The old question of the insufficiency of 
the supply of money was his theme. 
There were three propositions to be 
met: The question of ratio; the limited 
or unlimited coinage of silver; the 
coining of silver alone or w ith the aid 
of foreign nations. 
To these proposi­ 
tions he had but this answer: Sixteen 
to one on the unlimited coinage and by 
the United States w ithout the aid of 
any nation on earth. 
Ex-Gov. An­ 
thony of Kansas followed in opposi­ 
tion to the views expressed by Con­ 
gressman Bryan.
